Women, the COP 28 Presidency, the COP 28 High-Level Champion, the International 
Union for Conservation of Nature (IUCN), the Women’s Environment and Development 
Organization, and the UNFCCC secretariat. 


Positive Side: 


Advocacy for Gender-Responsive Climate Action: The Global Call to Action 
underscores the importance of integrating gender considerations into climate and 
environment commitments. By urging world leaders and policymakers to prioritize 
gender-environment data, the resolution promotes more inclusive and effective climate 
policies and initiatives. 


Collaborative Partnerships: The involvement of multiple stakeholders, including UN 
Women, the COP 28 Presidency, the COP 28 High-Level Champion, IUCN, Women’s 
Environment and Development Organization, and the UNFCCC secretariat, 
demonstrates a collaborative approach to advancing gender-responsive climate action. 
By leveraging the expertise and resources of various organizations, the resolution aims 
to drive meaningful progress in gender-environment data utilization. 


Data-Driven Decision Making: The resolution emphasizes the importance of data-driven 
decision-making in addressing gender disparities in climate and environmental issues. 
By advocating for the production and use of gender-environment data, the resolution 
seeks to inform evidence-based policies and interventions that effectively address the 
needs of women and marginalized groups. 


Negative Side: 


Implementation Challenges: While the Global Call to Action sets forth a clear objective, 
there may be challenges in implementing and monitoring the utilization of gender- 
environment data in climate and environment commitments. Ensuring widespread 
adoption and effective utilization of such data by policymakers and key actors may 
require additional resources, capacity-building efforts, and institutional support. 


Data Collection and Accessibility: There may be limitations in data collection 
methodologies and accessibility, particularly in regions with limited resources and 
infrastructure. Addressing gaps in gender-environment data availability and quality may 
require investments in data collection systems and capacity-building initiatives at the 
national and global levels. 
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Policy Integration: Integrating gender-environment data into climate and environment 
policies requires a coordinated approach across sectors and levels of governance. 
Policymakers may face challenges in mainstreaming gender considerations into existing 


policy frameworks and decision-making processes, necessitating robust coordination 
mechanisms and political will. 


In summary, while Resolution point 46 demonstrates positive efforts in advocating for 
gender-responsive climate action through the issuance of the Global Call to Action, 
challenges such as implementation, data collection, accessibility, and policy integration 
need to be addressed to effectively utilize gender-environment data in driving progress 
on climate and environment commitments. 
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
